He Could Retain Throne, 
Is The Declaration

editor 
of Zukunft and Germany's most out­ 
spoken citizen, told the United Press 
today that: 


Tho prssent government should and 
will be overthrown. 


The German people are crazy. 
The kaiser, lf he were not a cow­ 
ard, could return to Germany and re­ 
gain the throne. 


Success of the league of 
nations 
and world peace depend upon close 
and friendly relations between Ger­ 
many, Great Britain and America. 
Harden, who Just recovered from 
several weeks illness, discussed con­ 
ditions in Germany freely and frankt 
ly. 
He is now in bad repute with all | 
classes—with the old regime because 
he continually fought them 
during 
the war. and with the revolutionaries 
because Germany has not benefited 
so far by following^President Wilson. 
"Ss he advocated. 
* 
“I am flooded with 
letters 
from i 
people asking me why I told them to i 
follow Wilson and why Germany is I 
still starved by the blockade.” said J 
Harden. 
“I don’t understand the lat-' 
ter but my faith in Wilson is undim-j 
inished. 
I realize the tremendous op-! 
position and difficulties he 
has 
to; 
surmount. 
I am confident 
he 
will! 
prevail but it is hard to satisfy people 
who are hungry, or others who are 
using the situation against 
Wilson 
and us liberals. 
“Germany’s new 
republican 
gov­ 
ernment isn’t anything to be proud 
of. 
It is entirely too much like the 
old regime. 
But for the time being 
it ought to be recognized very liber­ 
ally by the entente to prevent Ger­ 
many from falling into the hands of 
the Bolshevists. 
“The present government 
believes! 
It must build bridges from the old to | 
the new regime instead of 
making 
the transition cleancut. 
“The government 
can 
be 
com­ 
pared to General LudendorfTs 
posi­ 
tion last 
July 
when 
the 
German 
armies were at the height of their 
victory. 
I pointed out then that de­ 
feat was inevitable but they couldn’t 
see it. 
It is so with the present gov­ 
ernment. 
It is at the height of its 
powers but it refuses 
to 
recognize 
the great movement toward radical­ 
ism or 
liberalism. 
It 
refuses 
to 
cleanse itself or see what is coming. 
“The government must 
be 
over­ 
thrown in favor of one that is honest. 
above board and trustworthy. 
It is 
pathetic that no one was elected to 
the national assembly who possesses 
both ability and the confidence of the 
people. There are brains in Germany, 
if they are only given a chance. Elec­ 
tion of Ebert, the saddler, 
for 
the 
first presidency was a sad mistake. 
Why should Germany have to make 
such a mediocre start as a republic? 
He is undoubtedly honest but so or­ 
dinary. 
I am told he wears a flashy 
pearl stickpin and is becoming a pro­ 
fessional politician. 
Nor is Scheide- 
mann a man who is able 
to 
get 
a 
good peace. 
Politics prevails 
when 
common sense should. 
The govern­ 
ment doesn’t realize the 
difficulties 
of the peace problem or Germany’s 
position.” 
Harden is heartily disgusted with 
the methods the German foreign of­ 
fice has been practicing 
since 
the 
armistice was signed. 
He condemns 
the foreign office officials 
strongly. 
as he condemned the war and Ger­ 
many's war policies. He wants to see 
Germany deal squarely with the en­ 
tente, sending 
delegates 
to 
Paris 
who can be trusted to make a clean 
breast of Germany’s guilt and estab­ 
lish a basis upon which Germany can 
begin anew. 
Harden's friends urged 
the foreign office to send him to the 
peace conference, 
to 
confer 
with 
President Wilson personally lf possi­ 
ble, to admit Germany’s mistakes and 
to clarify her present position. 
Har­ 
den agreed to go but the foreign of­ 
fice refused to consider the proposal, 
despite the fact he is one of the few 
Germans who are not compromised in 
foreign eyes. 
“We were to blame for the war for 
many 
reasons,” 
Harden 
continued. 
v “I've consistently said that, not only 
about the beginning of the war but 
about our conduct of it throughout.

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Lieutenant Says That a Kel­ 
logg Pumped Hell Into the 
Germans To The Last 


Capt. Nelson M. Hoiderman of 
Santa Ana is satisfied that Ernest 
Kellogg, son of Mr. and Mrs, J. E. 
Kellogg of Orange avenue, 
was 
killed In the stand of the “Lost 
Battalion,” designated by Holder* 
man aa the Surrounded Battalion. 
“I am told by a lieutenant of the 
308th that a Kellogg was pumping 
hell Into 
the 
Germans with an 
automatic 
rifle 
when 
he 
was 
killed.” 
While Capt. Hoiderman 
is 
con­ 
vinced that this Kellogg was Ernest 
Kellogg of Santa Ana, there remains 
an uncertainty. 
No word has been heard from Ernest 
Kellogg since before tile fighting early 
in 
October. 
Ile 
and 
Sergt. 
Nat 
Rochester of Santa Ana were trans­ 
ferred from Co. L, 160th Infantry, into 
a company of the 308Lh, and went al­ 
most immediately into the line. Capt. 
Hoiderman was transferred from Co. 
L to the captainry of a company of 
the 307th Infantry. 
On October 4th three /Companies 
were cut off from the main line. 
At 
one end of the line was the company 
of which Capt. Hoiderman had com­ 
mand, and at the ch er was the com­ 
pany in which Rochester and Kellogg 
fought. After six days of terrific fight­ 
ing, without food or water and under 
constant shell, gas, machine and rifle 
fire, came the rescue. 
Captain Hoiderman with ten wounds 
went to tho hospital. He was no soon­ 
er out than he botan a search for 
Rochester and Kellogg. Rochester was 
officially reported killed in action, but! 
no word of the fate of Kellogg has 
ever been given by the War Depart­ 
ment. 
Somewhere in the rush of fighting, 
in tho transfer of men from one com 
pany to another, Kellogg’s name seems 
to have been left upon the roll of the 
160th Infantry, for word to the effect 
that ho still appeared to be enrolled 
with that regiment lias been received ’ 
by his relatives here. There is no pos­ 
sibility that Kell gg can still be with, 
the 160th. for ig that regiment are 
twenty-five or Clarty Orange county 
boys who would 
recognize 
him 
on, 
sight and who have done everything! 
that they could to locate 
their 
old 
comrade in arms. 
Capt. Holderman’s verdict as to the 
fate of Kellogg is given in a letter 
just received by his wife, who with 
their two children 
lives 
on 
North! 
Broadway, 
Capt. Hoiderman wrote from Vallen-' 
dar on the Rhine, a (ity four miles 
from Coblentz. 
He is in command of 
Co. K, 23rd infantry. 2nd Division. 
Tile captain in his letter concerning' 
Kellogg wrote as follows: 
Believes He Is Dead 
I wish you would phono Mrs. 
Kellogg and tell her that I have 
made every endeavor to find Er­ 
nest, but cannot. 
I am told by a 
lieutenant of the 308th that a Kel­ 
logg was pumping hell Into the 
Germans with an automatic rifle 
when he was killed. 
He said lie 
heard him yell as loud as he could, 
If yoni want us. come and get us.’ 
"I know well that this was Er­ 
nest. for I can’t find him, aud I am 
all broken up over it. Sergt. Nat 
Rochester and Ernest are both 
buried in the little lone cemetery 
•t the foot of the slope where the 
Sfirrounded Battalion made this 
stand. 
It is about a mile and a 
Half northeast of Binarville, and 
in the main road leaving from the 
Forest of Argonne. I know exact­ 
ly where it is. They were buried 
by chaplains and a detachment of 
the burial corps. 
"There does not seem to be any 
record of Ernest any place, but I 
am still communicating and 
will 
remain on the job untW I find him. 
if he is still alive. 
‘ if he turns up it will be a won­ 
derful and glorious thing. He had 
given a wonderful account of him­ 
self during the first days of the 
battle of Argo; ne. for I know what 
every man did who was with the 
Surrounded Battalion.” 
Wants to Bee Him 
In a letter recently received by Mrs. 
Hoiderman, 
Capt. 
Hoiderman 
says 
that his commanding officer lias re­ 
ceived a request 
from 
the German 
colonel who was in command of the 
seven-day attack upon the “Lost Bat­ 
talion” to be allowed to meet Capt. 
Hoiderman because 
Hoiderman was 
one of the officers of the battalion 
that made the moat celebrated stand 
of the fighting int which Americana 
took part. 
The intimation of the request was 
that the German officer desired to of­ 
fer his respects 
to 
an 
officer who 
passed through that attack. 
Capt. Hoiderman said that he did 
not believe that the meeting could be 
arranged until after peace is signed.

THE LEAGUE AND TOE 
MONROE DOCTRINE. 


of tile objections to the lncor- 
Mien of the proposed League of 
la the forthcoming treaty of 
TMSce |g th at the Monroe Doctrine, so 
longllfld sacred by the people of the 
United States, is not duly recognised 
by its terms. 
la rn recent statement by William 
Jennings Bryan, considered as good 
authority by many leading Democats, 
and some who are not Democrats, he 
criticises the tentative constitution 
submitted by the peace conference on 
that specific ground, and urges an 
amendment before its ratification by 
th# United States Senate. 
It is a well-established legal maxim 
that when the reason of a law ceases, 
the law itself ceases. 
The proposed 
constitution of the League of Nations 
removes completely the dangers 
in 
view when President Monroe, in 1823, 
announced the principle since known 
as the Monroe Doctrine, which de­ 
clared against aggressions of foreign 
powers upon the territory 
of 
the 
Western continent not then 
under 
their control. The object in the mind 
of President Monroe was to serve 
notice on the monarchies of Europe 
that any further extension of 
their 
forms of government in either North 
or South America, or any 
interfer­ 
ence with the due administration of 
their internal affairs, would be re­ 
sented by the United States. 
Under the provisions of the propos­ 
ed constitution of the League of Na­ 
tions nfw about to be adopted by the 
peace conference, there would be no 
danger of a violation of 
the 
prin­ 
ciples constituting the Monroe doc­ 
trine and therefore no necessity for 
its further observance.

Both here and in I .on don the basic 
idea is the eight hour day with pay 
for over-time. 
Women 
are to be 
trained for the various departments 
of house work, to go out by the hour 
ms desired, to live at home or in hotels 
provided for the purpose, and go to 
their work with the same freedom 
from restraint as the factory girl. 
Moreover, maid's uniforms are be­ 
ing discarded for simple and service­ 
able dress, possibly of a uniform type 
but no more typical of the kitchen 
than is the plain blue serge of the 
drygoods saleswoman. 
The woman who mourns the pass­ 
ing of the old type servant mourns j 
one of the most extravagant figures 
in domestic life. Ignorance is always 
expensive, and the new type servant 
trained for her job, interested in it 
because she knows how to go about it 
expertly, will cost less at her high 
wage the year around than did the 
old type who worked at a lower wage 
and made up the balance in waste. 
The revolution was bound to come; 
should have come long ago. 
It can 
be put off no longer. The girls are on 
their way. The wise mistress is the 
one who recognizes this fact and joins 
forces with those who are working 
the problem out on a business-like 
basis.

Santa Ana, with all my souvenir coins 
in it, a watch, some Dutch post cards. 
“It was in Stenay where the crown 
prince had his headquarters.

his chateau. 
The streets ail had Ger­ 
man names. 
The one on which 
we 
lived was the Crown Prinzinstrasse. 
“On November 24—I well rem em ber 
that Sunday m orning—we left on a 
hike that was a hike. 
By 5 o’clock 
that night we had covered over

kilom eters and we were in Meix du 
Virton, in Belgium. 
The people 
all 
seemed happy to see us and were out­ 
side to wave us a welcome. 
We were 
billeted on the third floor of a Bel­ 
gium home and the people brought up 
wood for the stove and we could go 
into the kitchen to wash or shave. 
“On November 29 we left 
on 
the 
march north and west for St. Leger. 
The next day then on

Strassen, 
.Tunglingster 
and 
Eckternach. 
The 
latter was the last town in Luxem­ 
bourg on the border of Germany. De­ 
cem ber 5 we were at Alsdorf, in Ger­ 
many, for a night. 
The squad I am 
in was on o u tlast guard that night. 
We were over a mile from the kitch­ 
en. 
The frau a t the house where we 
were billeted agreed to furbish, us the 
evening meal, and we had some good 
eats. 
Our next town of any size in 
Germany was Mandersheid. 
On De­ 
cem ber 8 and IO we were at Mali m s. 
We silent about four days at that vil­ 
lage, having a house occupied by a 
German widow and five kids. We slept 
on straw- in the kitchen, which they 
brought in for us each night. 
This 
village wa# the farthest advance we 
made towards tile Rhine. 
“We hiked back to Maiuier&heid on 
December 15 and left there for Mes- 
scrnick and the following day left for 
Messerick. 
The company was rather 
spilt up at this place, there being twen­ 
ty-five in m> bunch. 
I was one of five 
still further down the Huck at the 
end of a tunnel 828 m eters long. 
The 
other tw enty were at the village end 
of the tunnel. 
We did not have to go 
out for our meal#—two men from the 
other end brought them to us. 
We 
had three squares a day. 
We were 
there on Christm as day and the peo­ 
ple of the town fixed up a Christm as 
tree far us. 
"We left Messerick on January 
6 
tor the town of Cordel, where we are 
now. 
We hear all sorts of rumors to 
the effect that we will leave here soon. 
The firsi billet my partner and' I drew 
was not to our liking. 
We 
had 
to 
sleep on the floor and R was the living 
n o m of the home. 
After all had gone 
to bed at IO or ll o’clock we could 
go to tied. 
When I first went up to 
the house to inquire if t hey had a bed 
for us, tile frau said, at once, yes, a 
good bed. and the fraulein also joined 
in the welcome. 
My partner could not 
understand German. 
When I asked 
for the room the frau thought I was 
some German. 
See? 
They arc inter­ 
ested in America and wanted to know 
what pail of the country I came from 
aud what I did there. 
I told them all 
I could. 
When I showed them a pic­ 
ture of my sister, they 
said, 
‘such 
pretty clothes Americans have, while 
Deutchh'ad has nothing.’ You should 
have seen the basket of stockings the 
frau was going to mend. 
They had 
already been worked over many times, 
I judged by the looks. When the hole 
was too large a i^atc-h was sewed on. 
“Soap is about as valuable here as 
hard coal in the states. 
The soap the 
Germans have here is about as hard 
as pumice aud about as good. 
You 
can frequently see a woman out 
in 
front of the billet doing

washing 
without any soap at all. but working 
with a |toddle with which she beats 
the dirt out.

Favors Buying For Schools 
Through Superintendent 
Or Agent 


That tha legislature

a number of county officials who 
havs recently returned from 8ac* 
ramento. 
The state convention of county 
supervisors passed a motion favoring 
the passage of the Ream bill, provid­ 
ed it carries some amendments sug­ 
gested by the supervisors. The Ream 
bill as it stands makes the institution 
of the county road department man­ 
datory. 
The supervisors ask for an 
amendment making it optional with 
each board of supervisors. 
If one may Judge from the attitude 
of the supervisors as expressed at the 
convention held at Sacramento, there 
has been considerable progress made 
In favor of the county road department 
idea in the last four years. 
Assemblyman

lishment of a county road system un­ 
der a single head. He proposed to do 
away with the road district and the 
supervisorial district funds so far as 
roads were concerned. His idea was to

Intelligent discussion of the costs of materials and labor in connection with the building of homes and busi- 
ness houses in Santa Ana and Orange County, iii response to the very evident demand /for such buildings, is 
laking place a&ong all citizens who contemplate building, either now or in the near future. 


It takes time for private building to get under way, and still longer for public works to get started in vol- 
However, the reports received from state, county, and municipal officials, and from contractors and ma­ 
terial men, justify the belief that an exceptional amount of public construction will be undertaken this year. 
ume. 


The turning of the tide in the construction industry that we have all been looking for since the armistice 
has unquestionably come. 
However, there are still obstacles in the way of its rise to normal. 
The most imJ 
portant of these is the high cost of construction as compared with the pre-war period. 
Not a few bankers and 
investors decline to consider a building project today mgrely because of the high cost of construction. 
Those 
who take this attitude do not generally stop to analyze the high cost of construction which alarms them so. 


Although construction costs are higher now than in 1913, the union wage scales in the building industry 
have not advanced as rapidly as have the cost of living, while building material prices are not as high as are 
commodity prices. 
Wage increases in the construction industry, speaking generally, lagged behind because that 
industry was utilized to only a small degree in war production. 
The level at which the cost of construction 
stands today has been pushed up only slightly by temporary war conditions. 
It has been fixed mainly by condi­ 
tions that can not be materially changed for years to come— by the tremendous expansion of money and credit. 


During the war the volume of money credit increased far more rapidly than the volume of industry and 
commerce; hence the prices rose. 
But expansion of credit through government loans is a world-wide condition 
which must hold up prices everywhere until the government debts are largely discharged. 


put

The fact is that the cost of construction is not high today. 
It is low compared ^vith food, clothing and 
commodities in general. 
It is high only in comparison with its own pre-war level. 
Commodity prices will 
undoubtedly recede because food and clothing and many other things wgge affected by special war conditions-^ 
for example, the scarcity of transportation, which prevented shipments from distant countries to the allies. 
But 
they cannot fall to the pre-war level. 


But, although some readjustments in the wages of individual trades and in the prices of individual classes 
of building materials may take place, the cost of construction will not come down to such an extent as to en-4 
danger a judicious investment made today in the erection of a new building. 
Where the rent offered will show 
a fair net return on the cost today of a new building after deducting a reasonable sinking fund allowance, no 
one should hesitate to build or to lend money for building. 


Rents are determined by supply and demand. 
In the case of housing, during the early part of the war. the 
demand was curtailed by the rapid advance in commodity prices, which impelled many tenants to crowd into or 
get along with less space than their normal standard of living required, and by the drafting of the young men of 
military age. 
Within a year, however, these influences had spent their force. 
By the end of 1919, according 
to the replies obtained from a questionnaire sent to real estate boards in 91 cities, only four of these had ai 
housing demand that was below normal, while in 52 cities rents had advanced IO per cent or more—in some in­ 
stances 40 to 50 per cent. 
This rise in rents took place at a time when the population at home was as econom­ 
ical of house room as possible and while several millions of soldiers were absent in the service. 


Another important fact was disclosed by the replies to the questionnaire, namely, that despite rising rents 
for housing in the majority of the 91 cities, the market values of the home sites had declined in six cities, anc$ 
had remained practically stationary in 72. 
The market value of land is, like rents, determined by the interplay 
of supply and demand. 
During the war the demand for -city land was relatively small, because dealing in 
real estate was discouraged by the banks as a non-war activity requiring the use of credit. 
With a restoration 
of easier mortgage loan conditions, the demand for real estate will inevitably increase; nothing can seem more 
certain than that in our growing American cities the market value of land must advance briskly.
